ed signs of punishment, and was knocked 
down by Bradley, who, up to the 100th 
round, bad it all his own way. 
Some 150 


rounds were fought, occupying nearly three 
hours, the advantage being all the time on 
tho side of Bradley. 
Kankin evinced the 


most wonderful endurance of pluck, and 
would have fought to the death. 
But his 


condition was so dreadful that the outsiders 
insisted on his being removed from the 
ring. For the last few rounds he nttuolly 
stood up to be knocked dnwn, being too 
weak from the loss of blood to return a blow, j 
and his second was compelled to acknowl- 
edge defeat.

The prisoner plead hit innocence. 
The 


rope was drawn over a limb, and the prison- 
er swung into the air. 
After a few strug- 


gles he was let down, anJ again demanded 
to make confession. 
Again he pleaded in- 


nocence of the crime. 
Again he wai hung 


up and a Ore kindled beneath bis feut. — 
The mob threatened to burn him if ho did 
not confess the murder. Again he wai iat 
down. 
From the strangulation received, 


he had lost bis strength and his voice. — 
The mob still demanded a confession. 
The 


prisoner, in rhe faintness of death, persisted 
that he was innocent, 
xiiraiu he was hung 


up, where he remained until he was dead." 


The Herald says that this makes the 


tenth victim of mob violence in Iowa since 
the first of April — four iu Jackson, five 
Cedar and one in Powcshiuk.
